It will be seen that the gross earnings exceed 
those of the three preceding years, and are but 
little below the general average of the whole six. 
The expenses, although above those of the two 
preceding years, are nearly $22,000 below the 
general average. The net earnings considerably 
exceed those of any previous year, and are nearly 
$21,000 better than the average. The company 
notwithstanding have been unable to pay the bonds 
issued for the coupons falling due for the years 
1858 and 1859, as was anticipated; a portion of 
the net earnings having been absorbed by obliga- 
tions contracted before 1856, the payment of which 
could not be avoided,

expect to be able to pay themincash. They will 
probably be extended for a term of years, as the 
company is now in a position to pay the interest 
as it falls due. The report says: 


During the last year we have built and cilia 
a new Howe bridge 161 feet long over the north 
fork of the Muscatatac, with a new track sill—cost 
$4,000; built new, four pair of passenger car 
trucks—cost $500 per pair; four hog caboose 
cars, two stock and three lever cars, five locomo- 
tive tender frames and three cabs, and rebuilt, 
one baggage car (nearly all new,) ‘fourteen box 
freight, four lumber, seven hog and nine coal 
cars, in addition to the works ordinarily neces- 
sary upon the cars; made extensive repairs upon 
several of the locomotives, renewed 23,000 cross- 
ties, relaid three miles of the track, built two 
new water stations with stone basements, 14 by 
20 feet, 10 feet high, and nine tubs for use at the 
various water stations, which we think will ac- 
count, in part at least, for the increase in our 
current expenses the last year. 

The expenses of the Columbus & Shelby Rail- 
road have been largely increased from the neces- 
sity of having to build and enclose a new Howe 
bridge, 161 feet long, over Flat. Rock Creek, with 
stone abutments for the same (the old being of 
wood) to make considerable repairs to the other 
bridges on the road, costing about $6,000, and in 
addition renewed extensively the cross-ties ; the 
cost of the labor for all of which is included in 
the statement of the amount of the service rolls. 

During the last year the Shelby & Rush Rail- 
road Company have relaid their track with a T, 
rail from Shelbyville to Rushville, twenty miles. 
Our company was extensively employed in freight- 
ing materials used in its reconstruction and other 
services, and by that arrangement has the run- 
ning of that road and the keeping of it in repair, 
paying themselves therefor.out of the receipts of 
that road ; the additional labor necessary for the 
performance of which service is also included in 
the amount of the service rolls of last year. 

The trains have been run with the usual care 
and regularity, and with freedom from accident. 

The company bave had 25 locomotives, two of 
which have been broken up, one laid up;'andone 
too light for general service, The number of 
miles run by locomotives has been 201,402, ata 
total cost for repairs of $13,034 62 or $6 19.5 per 
100 miles run. Including all expenses the aver- 
age cost per 100 miles run has been $19 58/2;° In 
1859, the number of miles run was 186,896, at a 
cost for repairs of $8,804 73, or $471.1 per 100 
miles.

The working expenses have been 72.14 per cent. 
of the revenue—an increase over 1859 of 8.78 
per cent. 

The large expenditures in 1860 were rendered 
necessary by the general bad condition of the 
track between Baltimore and Bridgeport, and 
also the worn down condition of the engines, 
freight and passenger cars. The policy adopted 
by the management in 1859, was carried out dur- 
ing the year in regard to rebuilding and improv- 
ing the track, road-bed and superstructures, as 
well as improving the condition of the motive 
power and rolling stock. In order that the road 
might be worked with economy and regularity; 
and dispatch given to the business offering, it be- 
came necessary to expend the sum of $145,000 
over and above a fair allowance for regularly 
working and maintaining the property in a condi- 
tion to meet the requirements of the public, as 
well as the expectation of those interested in its 
success. 

The total number of passengers carried during 
the year was 363,076; the total number of tons 
of paying freight was 592,769; in addition to 
which there were transported for the company’s 
use some 75,000 tons of materials and supplies— 
making the entire tonnage 667;769—an increase 
of 60,000 tons over the previous year. 

The company own 41 locomotives, which have 
run during the year 785,560 miles at a cost of 9.9, 
Six of the freight engines have been altered to 
burn anthracite coal—which caused considerable 
savibg in the cost of fuel. 

The company have 1,754 cars—of which, 31 
are passenger, 8 baggage, 785 coal, and the bal- 
ance are lumber, lime, wood, stock and ore cars, 
Total value of rolling stock, $444,741 37. Total 
number rebuilt, 223; to be rebuilt, 57. 

The company have 138 miles of main road and 
16.4 of side track between Baltimore and Sun- 
bury ; and 144 miles of side track, and 12 miles 
of main track, on the Wrightsville road—making 
the whole road owned and leased by the company 
168 miles, 

We give the report of the president of the com- 
pany entire. It is as follows: 

When we submitted our last annual report we 
entertained the hope of being able at this time to 
make one more gratifying than we fear this will 
be, although from that report it was not to have 
been expected that the Company could at an 
early period be extricated from their difficulties, 

By a careful examination of the report made 
by the President and Directors who preceded us, 
it will. be seen that there was a floating debt of 
$642,129—after adding the coupons due the next 
day, and after giving credit for the cash assets. 
A part of this debt was secured by the bonds of 
the Company, of which the market value may 
have been $320,000, leaving, to be provided for, 
the sum of $322,000; there were also suits and 
claims for a very large amount, which have been 


for the most part paid and settled by the present 
Board. 


Such was the condition of the bed of the road 
from Baltimore to Bridgeport that we had to relay 
With new iron twenty-one miles; and upon the 
balance, between the points named, to expend 

ge sums, as you will find by reference to the 
Feport of the General Superintendent. - 

The machinery of the road was in as bad a con- 
dition as the track. - In the first year we had to 
*xpend $58,000 in repairs of machinery, and to 


~ 





purchase $121,279 87 of machinery and cars. 
Had the revenue of the Company not exceeded 
our expectations, we could not have overcome the 
difficulties which we have enumerated, even at 
the heavy rate of interest we have been compelled 
to submit to. The large increase in our business 
alone justified the paying of this interest to sus- 
tain our credit. 

To meet our engagements with the State of 
Maryland, pay the interest on our bonded debt, 
meet the floating debt, pay for the material, roll- 
ing stock and cars absolutély required, was im- 
possible, notwithstanding our large increase of 
revenue, 

Under these circumstances it was difficult to de- 
cide which was to be left unpaid. To suffer pro- 
test upon our floating debt was to put an end to 
any purchases upon credit; if we failed to pay 
the interest upon our bonds, the parties with 
whom they were hypothecated having a right to 
sell upon defalcation in payment, would sacrifice 
them immediately for any balance they might 
have against us, and the only thing left us was to 
trust to the forbearance of the State of Maryland. 

The State had a deep interest in this road, 
which was helping to build up her metropolis, 
and although she did not receive her interest 
promptly, yet she received a large increase of re- 
venue annually by her taxable property being en- 
hanced in value, and she did not require the 
money in her treasury unless it was for the East- 
ern Shore Railroad. : 

In trusting to the State we have been mistaken. 
The Comptroller of the State, by his-counsel, has 
harrassed us by every possible and uncalled-for 
proceeding. 

Had the State of Maryland not sued the Com- 
pany, it is more than probable that we should 
have been able to have borrowed an amount 
which would have paid the interest in January, 
and in the present State of the money market, 
could have borrowed enough to have paid the 
State the amount sued for, especially as the stock 
of the Company is likely to get into the hands of 
such holders as could be relied upon for relief. 


When the State commenced proceedings against 
the Company, the first of November last, it was 
almost impossible to borrow money even upon un- 
doubted securities. To sustain the Company, 
John 8. Gittings & Co. had then advanced us 
$120,000 and upwards; raised in part by them 
upon pledge of their own assets and those of their 
senior partner. 


Of the $2,500,000 loan (1885 bonds,) a large 
part of the avails actually went into the treasury 
of the State, and had it not been for them, it is 
doubtful whether the State would have received 
any part of the annuity stipulated to be paid, and 
this should have entitled those bondholders to the 
consideration and forbearance of the State. The 
parties most entitled to the sympathy of the stock- 
holders are the holders of those bonds of 1885 
and the holders of the contractors’ bonds, and it 
is the duty of the stockholders to make some ar- 
rangement to satisfy them. We would propose to 
fund the interest now due, and the interest due in 
July, by which means the Company will be able 
to meet the demands of the State, and the float- 
ing debt; after which there can be no doubt of 
the Company’s ability to pay demands as they 
accrue, even should the revenue not increase to 
the extent reasonably to be expected. The inter- 
est can then be paid on the Ist of January, 1862, 
and under such an arrangement the bonds will, as 
soon as public confidence is restored, command 
the prices at which they were sold, and probably 
more, 


The quantity of coal transported over the road| L

over 1859, Of the above amount, 14,997’ tons 


were carried north over the Sunbury and Erie 
Railroad, which was worked by this Company up 
to July last. The quantity carried to Baltimore 
was 114,382 tons, an increase of 14,882 tons over 
1859. The balance, 110,438 tons, was delivered 
at way stations, as follows: at Woodbury, 1,223 
tons; at Ashland, 16,954 tons; at York, 19,032 
tons; at Bridgeport, 24,781 tons; at Dauphin, 
14,585 tons; and the remainder at various unim- 
portant points upon the line of the road. 

The amount of revenue derived from the trans- 
portation of coal during the year was $440,808 85, 

The quantity of coal used by the company was 
16,823 tons costing $49,883 07; of wood, 20,455 
cords, costing prepared, $40,227 61; of oil, 20,903 
galls., costing $12,960 18.

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Share and Money Market. 

The share market the past week has shown 
very little change. Everything waits upon polit- 
ical events, Although nothing of importance has 
taken place during the week, a most uneasy feel- 
ing prevails in all business circles, and an entire 
indisposition on the part of business men and 
capitalists to take any step till the future is more 
assured. 

We are getting a plethora of gold, the banks 
of this city now having something over $40,000,- 
000. This, commercially, is one of the worst 
signs of the times. When we are getting an un- 
usually large amount of gold from foreign coun- 
tries, we must look for a speedy decline in the 
demand for our products, which will in the end 
bring us in debt, and send our importations of the 
precious metals back again, from an inability to 
pay with the regular products of our industry. 
England is now our: debtor and ships us gold to 
make good the balance against herself. As soon 
as she squares the account, she will curtail her 
purchases to the amount of the products of her 
manufacturés she can sell us. She will purchase 
less bread, less cotton, and less provisions. . Nor 
will she increase her purchases to the ordinary 
volume till she gets back her gold; or in other 
words, till we take more of her products than 
she takes of ours, 

The same law holds good in the domestic or in- 
ternal commerce of a people. The country is 
always debtor tothe city ; the merchant and man- 
ufacturer to the capitalist, When a crop fails, or 
a commercial revulsion or crisis happens, gold or 


‘|silver-as far as they can be had, must pay the 


debts or the balances that may exist, For this 
reason the gold in out banks increased very rapid- 
ly, and {0 an’ unprecedented amount after the 


collapse of 857, The debtors paid up as far as - 
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they could in specie; business revived, and as the 
country grew stronger, it commenced drawing 
fromthe banks, and their specie was steadily re- 
duced till something like the normal standard was 
reached, Continued prosperity would have en- 
abled the industry of the country to have taken 
from them every dollar not needed to pay the bal- 
ances in the weekly settlements among themselves, 
or to meet emergencies that might arise. But the 
uvexpected crisis of 1860 came, paralyzing busi- 
ness, and calling upon debtorsto pay. The specie 
previously drawn out, and as capital, made the 
basis of business operations, was returned, which 
our banks are again boarding, and it lies unavail- 
ing in their hands, because the business of the 
country has nothing to offer in exchange for it. 

What is the remedy for such a state of things? 
None but the natural one. When there is a lack 
of capital for the payment of debts, it must be 
greated. Where the market is overstocked, pro- 
duction must be diminished. When people find 
they can no longer sell, they must no longer buy. 
Here is the only panacea. Industry and economy 
must work the cure.

Lehigh Valley Railroad. 

This company is the successor of the Delaware, 
Lehigh, Schuylkill and Susquehanna Railroad 
Company, which was incorporated April 23, 1846.

Finances of Alabama. 

The bonded debt of Alabama State is $3,445,- 
000; annual interest, $185,820. The domestic 
debt is $2,582,178, most of which draws interest, 
being the 16th section and University fund, etc. 
The Legislature has just authorized the issue of 
$2,000,000 in bonds, the issue of $1,000,000 in 
Treasury notes, and has loaned the Southern 
Congress $500,000. The balance in the Treasury 
on the Ist of January last was $298,668; net 
revenue during the present year estimated at 
$847,000; total of means, $1,172,660. Past ap- 
propriations due, $600,650 ; due educational fund, 
$285,000 ; State expenses, $200,000; total, $1,- 
058,650. Total balance estimated to be in the 
Treasury at the close of the present year, $266,- 
274. The expenses of the present military pre- 
parations of the State are not taken into the 
above estimates. They are expected to be met 
out-of the new issue of State bonds and the issue 
of Treasury notes. There was no increase of 
taxes by the last Legislature, although the expen- 
ditures were largely increased.

This important work has so far progressed to- 
wards completion, as to be navigable for steam- 
boats and the smaller. class of coasting vessels. 
Since the opening for navigation, upwards of four 
thousand sailing vessels; steamboats and canal 
barges have passed through it, carrying to the 
markets of Norfolk, Richmond, Baltimore, Phila- 
delphia, New York, Alexandria and the West India 
Islands nearly 100,000 tons of the productions of 
the State. Though the work is unfinished and 
improvements are to be made in thé rivers leading 
to it, yet it is fair to presume as tonnage exceeds 
already any other work of internal improvement 
in the State. 

Albemarle, Pamlico and Currituck Sounds re- 
ceive the waters of the principal rivers of the State, 
and with them many: branches are navigable for 
steamboats and other craft for 1,800 miles, When 
it is considered the vast extent of territory water- 
ed by these rivers, all bringing down the varied 
productions of the State, seeking an outlet to the 
markets of the world, then the imporjance of this 
improvement may be justly estimated. 

North Carolina may also be proud of inaugurat- 
ing a mew era in canal navigation! The Albemarle 
and Chesapeake Canal is the first and only work 
in the world, perhaps, where steam is the only 
motive power used. 

Then again, it is the first and largest work of 
the kind where steam and gunpowder are exclu- 
sively used in excavating the canals. Nota day’s 
work was done by the “ pick axe or spade ” or the 
‘* shovel and the hoe.” 

In its capacity for navigation, it exceeds any 
other on the Atlantic coast, and is four times that 
of the Great Erie Canal of New York.—Raleigh, 
N. C., State Journal.

Days of Grace in the State of New York. 

The bill adding Washington’s birthday to the 
list of legal holidays, and providing that when 
these fall on Sunday the next Monday may be 
observed instead, has becomealaw.

Tuary, known as Washington’s birthday, any day 
appointed or recommended by the Governor of 
this State, or by the President of the United 
States, as a day of fasting or thanksgiven, or any 
feneral election day in this State, the present- 
ment and demand for acceptance or payment of 
such bill, check or note, and protest for non-ac- 
Ceptance or non-payment thereof, shall (except

Szc. 2. Whenever the first day of January,

Journal of Railroad Law. 
CONTRACT OF AFFRE!IGHTMENT: ENTIRETY OF: 
WHEN BROKEN FREIGHT IS NOT RECOVERABLE. 


There are certain contracts which from their 
nature, demand a complete fulfilment, in order to 
be of any advantage to the parties entering into 
them. Such are contracts to transport goods 
from one place to another. If the carrier failed 
to carry yoods to the place of destination, but de- 
posited them at an intermediate station, it is evi- 
dent that the end or object of the contract would 
not be accomplished, and the carrier could recover 
no proportion of freight for the distance he had 
carried the goods. These contracts are distin- 
guished from others by the term entire contracts. 
There are many arguments, in which, although the 
parties may have contemplated an entire and com- 
plete performance of the conditions, still, although 
there has been a failure in some respect, where 
one party has given to another a substantial ser- 
vice or benefit, the Court, if it cannot give effect 
to the original contract, will, in order to promote 
ustice, raise an implied contract, and compel the 
party receiving the benefit to pay a fair equivalent. 

The contract of affreightment, is an entire con- 
tract, and to entitle the carrier to recover for his 
freight must be wholly performed ; and where it 
is not wholly performed the right to a recovery 
for freight pro rata iteneris is entirely dependant 
upon the acceptance by the shipper of his goods 
at an intermediate port. 

These principles are enforced in the case of 
John G. Richardson et al vs. Stephen Tory et al, 
recently decided by the Supreme Court of Penn- 
sylvania, where the case came up on appeal from 
Nisi Prius. The defendants who were ship own- 
ers undertook to carry the plaintiffs’ corn from 
Philadelphia to Liverpool. A few days out of 
port the vessel was stranded without fault of 
master or crew.

He may in some circumstances, hypothecate the 
cargo or sell part of it, or after condemnation, 
the whole of it as in this case. But in the lan. 
guage of Jadge Strong, “he is not the agent of 
the owners of the cargo, with power to relieve 
the ship-owners from their obligation to convey 
according to the contract of affreightment. Wher- 
-boom vs. Chapman, asserts that he is not pointedly 
and directly.” I may add, that to treat him 
as the agent for the shippers for such a purpose, 
would confound all our ideas of contracts; for 
how is a man to contract with himself? As agent 
of the ship-owners, he may enter into the con- 
tract of affreightment with the shippers, and then 
if, as agent of the shippers, he may modify or 
annul that contract, or make a new one, it is 
self-evident that his mere will is substituted for 
the contract of affreightment. 

The learned judge was right in ruling that the 
receipt by the plaintiffs of a portion of the pro. 
ceeds of the sale of the corn amounted to no 
voluntary acceptance of the cargo at Philadelphia. 
A similar implication of a new contract was at- 
tempted to beset up in Armoyd vs. The Insurance 
Co., before referred to; ‘“ But,” said Judge 
Tilghman, “it is no answer to the defendant’s 
objection, to say that they have ratified the sale 
of the: goods by accepting the proceeds. What 
else could they do? If they had refused the pro- 
ceeds they might have got nothing. They never 
were consulted about the sale.” These observa- 
tions apply with decisive force to this point of the 
plaintiffs’ case. " 

The plaintiffs were not consulted about the 
sale. They had no part in adjusting the general 
average account, nor did they receive the thou- 
sand and odd dollars on the foot of it. I do not 
mean that this sum did not result from that ac- 
count, but there was no evidence to show that 
the plaintiffs had-ever seen the account or meant 
to ratify it by receiving what was apportioned 
them. They received it as a drowning man 
catches at straws, as the best that can be got; 
but under the circumstances we are not to imply 
from their receipt of it a new contract, in virtue of 
which alone they would be liable for freight. 
The judgment is affirmed. 





Georgia and Florida Railroad Connection. 

The long pending negotiations for a connection 
between the Railroads of Georgia and Florida, 
have at last been brought to a successful close. 
It has been agreed between the Atlantic and 
Gulf Company, of this State, and the Pensacola 
and Georgia Company, of Florida, to construct, 
by their joint efforts, a connecting line of road, 
the Northern terminus being Lawton, or Station 
No. 12, on the Atlantic & Gulf Road, situated 
about the centre of Clinch county, and the South- 
ern or Florida terminus, being at Houston, in 
Columbia county, a station 2844 miles west of 
Lake City. The entire length of the line will be 
47 miles, 2514 of which are in Georgia and 2114 
are in Florida—each company to build to the line. 
The entire line has been located and placed under 
contract, with obligatious to complete it by the 
1st July, 1862. 

This result should be hailed with satisfaction 
by the citizens of both Georgia and Florida. It 
identifies the commercial] interests of the two 
States, and will open up new sources of prosperity 
toeach. Whatever may bave been the prejudices 
against a connection among our Florida friends, 


we fee) sure they will all disappear when they 





come to realize the vast advantages to be reaped 
from the practical operation of the measure of 
union. Some local interests, which have never grown 
into vast. proportions, and probably never would, 
may suffer to a more or less extent, but these are 
of but trifling consideration when weighed in the 
balance with the prospective facilities to be en- 
joyed by the people generally, and the greatly 
augmented receipts of their railway, which must 
aow become a great link in the chain that is to 
connect the Atlantic and the Gulf—Savannah 
Republican.
